The Letvers from the Camp at Hel- 
chin Aug 20. Advile, that great part of the Heavy 
Artillery, which is co be imploy d in the Siege of Lifle, 

arsiv'd there the 7th from Menin, under a Guard of 
Batalions, being covered befides in their March, by a 
Detachment of 3000 Foot, and 100° Horie, cominand- 
ed by Lieutenant General Withers. That rhe dilpe fiti- 
on is made for opening the Trenches this Evening, be. 
fore Lifle, by a Lieutenant General, 2 Major Generals, 
2 Brigadiers, 10 Batalions, and 40co Workmen,which 
will be reliev’d from time to time, by the like Number 
ot Troops during the Siege. That they fire very much 
upon our Troops, and that on the 18h in the Morn. 
ing, one of the Prince of Qrange’s Valet’s de Chambre, 
had his head fhot off, as he was drefling his Highneis, 
whereupon that Prince has removed trom thence, and 
taken his Quarters behind the Abby of Marquette.
